WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Commerce 
Department 
un­ 
veiled today an initial set of 13 
standards - including an eye 
lest and re-examination of driv­ 
ers at least once every four 
years — it expects states and 
cities to follow in setting up 
highway safety programs. 


They also include vehicle in­ 
spection at least once a year, 
protective helmets for motorcy­ 
clists, driver education pro­ 
grams, uniform traffic signals 
and markings and revocation of 
the license of a driver refusing 
to consent to an alcohol test. 


The standards submitted to a 
meeting of representatives of 
the 50 states are somewhat 
broader than the nine sugges- 
tions put out by the National 
Highway Safety Agency last' 
December for study by the 
states. 


This contrasts with the auto 
safety standards announced by 
the 
Commerce 
Department 
which 
last 
month 
withdrew 
three of its original 23 proposals 
and toned down the other 20 it 
adopted. 
Officials have indicated the 
highway safety standards are 


firm and won’t be softened. 
They could be strengthened. 
The ground rules in this pro­ 
gram, however, 
differ from 
those employed in auto safety 
where the industry must comply 
with standards issued by the 
government. 
Federal funds on a 50-50 basis 
will be made available to the 
states to establish highway safe­ 
ty programs.

MOSCOW (AP) - Pravda, 
the Soviet Communist party 
newspaper, indicated today the 
Kremlin is ready to hold talks 
on halting the development of 
antimissile systems as well as 
offensive arms. 


The paper said Premier Alex­ 
ei N. Kosygin told a news con­ 
ference in London last Thursday 
that “ the Soviet government is 
ready to discuss the question on 
preventing a further arms race 
both in the field of offensive and 
the field of defensive weapons.” 


The official Soviet text of the 
news conference had carried no 
such statement 
by Kosygin. 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said that Kosygin gave 
this reply when asked in London 
if he believed the antimissile 
defense system planned by the 
Soviets is a new step in the 
arms race: 


“ I believe that defensive sys­ 
tems, w'hich prevent attacks, 
are not the cause of the arms 
race, but constitute a factor 
preventing the death of people. 


“ Some argue like this: “ What 
is cheaper, to have offensive 
weapons 
which

towns and whole states or to 
have defensive weapons which 
can prevent this destruction?’ 
At present, the theory is cur­ 
rent somewhere that the system 
which is cheaper should be de­ 
veloped.”

$6,(K)0 will pay $130 more in fed­ 
eral income tax this April than 
8 married couple will pay on the 
same amount. 
This situation has persisted 
since the late 1940s despite the 
inability of anyone to convince 
the single taxpayer that it is 
fair. To him, it amounts to a 
subsidy of marriages and bab­ 
ies. 
Moreover, some single per­ 
sons are finding the situation

burdensome. 
The higher the income the wider 
IS the payment disparity. And 
more Americans are working up 
into these higher income brack­ 
ets. 
A married taxpayer with $8,- 
000 taxable income is schedule 
to pay, according to the official 
charts, a tax of $1,380. On this 
same income the single taxpay­ 
er will pay $1,630, or $250 more. 
At a taxable income of $24,000 
this differences reaches a peak 
in percentage. At that figure the 
married taxpayer pays $5,560.

The world’s most populous de­ 
m ocracy, India, b egan a week-i 
long election today which was 
ex pected to return Prim e Minis- i 
ter Indira Gandhi’s Congress | 
party to power. But its over­ 
whelming 234-seat majority in 
the lower house of Parliam ent 
m ay b e reduced b y discontent 
with skyrocketing food prices 
and inflation and b y political 
defections. 
Nearly 251 million Indians, 75 
per cent oi them illiterate, were 
eligib le to choose 520 memb ers 
of Parliam ent and 3,560 state 
legislators for five-year term s.

Millions of voters left their 
mud huts and dusty villages this 
morning to line up several hours 
b efore voting b egan at 8 a.m . j 
Many women, traveling out ofj 
their villages for the first time 
in years, wore veils to protect 
themselves from the gaze of 
strangers.

In some snowb ound areas in 
the higher Himalayas, voting 
will b e delayed sevtu'al months , 
No b alloting will occur in parts' 
of Assam State where the gov-i 
ernm ent is at war with reb el-j 
lious Naga and Mizo trib esm en.' 
As aid to the illiterates, the 
b allots include b oth the candi-i 
dates’ names and party sym ­ 
b ols, The Congress party is rep­ 
resented b y two ox en under 
yoke. Other symb ols include a 
star, a sacred light, an ele­ 
phant, a camel, a plow and the 
Communist ham m er and sickle. 
Voters have their left forefin­ 
gers dipped in indelib le ink to 
prevent voting more than once. 
The campaign was the most 
unruly since India gained inde­ 
pendence 20 years ago. Numer­ 
ous rallies were disrupted b y 
stone throwing and candidates

Political analysts b lamed the 
agitation on Hindu ex trem ists

Scheuer to ld Rusk that 
he was im pressed by the testimo ny o f such 
experienced diplo mats as Geo rge Kennan, 
fo rm er Ambassado r to Russia, and Edwin 
Reischauer, fo rmer Ambas.sado r to Japan, 
that the ro ad to peace was by sto pping the 
bo mbing o f No rth Vietnam. 
“ In view o f Uic unanimo us statem ents o f 
such experienced diplo m ats," ask ed Rep. 
Scheuer, “ Isn’t there so me way we can de­ 
plo y gro und tro o ps to prevent supplies fro m 
co ming so uth instead o f bo mbing, while we 
explo re appro aches to peace’ “ 
Rusk replied with an American Legio n 
speech which did no t answer the questio n. 
“ I am no t go ing to let o ne American bo y 
be subjected to an increased number o f 
bullets,” he o rated. 
As the White Ho use briefing bro k e up. 
several Co ngressmen privately ask ed the 
same questio n o f Secretary M cNamara. 
“ Isn’t 
it po ssible 
to deplo y 
men o n the 
gro und instead o f bo mbing in o rder to pre­ 
vent supplies fro m go ing so uth?" they ask ­

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
16 y ears it’s the “ great debate" 
all o ver again, may be. The a r­ 
gument is the sam e — abo ut 
American tro o ps fo r Euro pe — 
but this tim e with a twist. 


Last time Republicans led the 
pitch fo r fewer U S. tro o ps in 
Euro pe, o r no ne at all. Demo ­ 
crats argued fo r mo re. No w 31 
Senate Dem o crats and 11 Re­ 
publicans call fo r fewer tro o ps 
in Euro i'ie. But so me Republi­ 
cans say “ w ait.” 


The o riginal argum ent had its 
ro o ts in the I940’s, with Republi­ 
cans divided then, to o . Sen. Ar­ 
thur H. Vandenberg, lo ng an 
iso latio nist, abando ned that po ­ 
sitio n. 


He ask ed in 1948, and go t, 
Senate appro val o f a reso lutio n 
fo r U. S. m ilitary alliances and 
mutual help amo ng the allies. 
This paved the way fo r the 
creatio n o f the No rth American 
Treaty Organizatio n a y ear la­ 
ter as a bulwark against po ssi­ 
ble So viet attack . 


But Senate Republicans, led 
by Ro bert A. Taft, did their hesl 
to scuttle NATO. They failed 
and the Senate appro ved the 
treaty in 1949. President Harry 
S. 
Trum an 
quick ly 
said 
he 
wo uld send tro o ps to Euro pe as 
part o f NATO. 


Then the o ppo sitio n began in 
earnest. Tlie first big sho t came 
fro m fo rm er President Herbert 
Ho o ver in September, 1950. He 
was against U. S. tro o ps in Eu­ 
ro pe until the allies did mo re to 
pro duce their o wn battalio ns. 
He tho ught o f the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
Oceans 
as 
American 
mo ats, with the United States 
co mmitted fo r its o wn sak e to 
defending the Atlantic east to 
Britain and the Pacific west to 
Japan. 
On Dec. 20, 1950 — when the 
United States had been fighting 
the 
Ko rean 
War 
almo st 
six 
mo nths — he made a famo us 
speech, calling this co untry the 


“ G ibraltar o f western civiliza­ 
tio n.” 
He called fo r “ large arm ies.” 
This was exactly the view tak en 
by American fo reign po licy cri­ 
tics in this co untry up to the 
time o f Pearl Harbo r. 


Their view was summed up 
this way : All this co untry need­ 
ed was a small, mo bile arm y to 
defend bo th co asts — altho ugh 
ho w they figured this co untry 
co uld survive if fascism and 
co mmunism to o k o ver the rest 
o f the wo rld is hard to say . 
Within less than a mo nth after 
Ho o ver made his seco nd speech 
Taft back ed him, o ppo sing the 
use o f any large American fo rce 
in Euro pe. But Taft, and tho se 
Republicans 
who 
suppo rted 
him, lo st. 
The wheels turn. Last y ear 
the Senate’s Dem o cratic leader, 
Mik e 
Mansfield 
o f 
Mo ntana, 
called fo r a big reductio n in 
U.S. fo rces in Euro pe. The Sen­ 
ate didn’t do any thing abo ut it 
in 1966. 
But this y ear Mansfield and 41 
o ther Senato rs jo ined in chal­ 
lenging U.S. po licy in Euro pe 
and o ffered a reso lutio n urging 
a substantial reductio n in Amer­ 
ican tro o ps there. 
This reso lutio n, if it passed, 
wo uld simply say U.S. fo rces in 
NATO sho uld be reduced, leav­ 
ing it to President Jo hnso n to 
decide by ho w much. 
This might seem an almo st 
inno cent k ind o f reso lutio n ex­ 
cept fo r o ne fact: It wo uld be 
putting a lo t o f pressure o n 
Jo hnso n to bring a lo t o f tro o ps 
ho me. 
No w a Republican steps fo r­ 
ward 
to 
o ppo se 
Mansfield’s 
tro o p-reductio n think ing. This is 
Sen. Jaco b A. Javits o f New 
Yo rk who , with a team o f fello w 
Republicans, prepared to o ffer 
the Senate a different k ind o f 
reso lutio n to day . 
This wo uld call fo r a bro ad 
study o f U.S. po licy in Euro pe 
befo re there were any tro o p 
cuts. At the mo ment It is no t 


k no wn exactly ho w many sena­ 
to rs 
will 
suppo rt Javits 
but 
Wednesday night he had o nly 
five lined up with him. 
Jo hnso n wo uld pro bably pre­ 
fer Javits’ reso lutio n to Mans­ 
field’s. No m atter what happens 
to it, it is a bit o f a switch fro m 
16 y ears ago .

tells that earnest co nsideratio n 
is being given, by o ur present 
adm inistratio n, to the idea 
o f 
establishing a minimum-inco me 
guarantee. Under such a plan 
(he Go vernment wo uld pay o ut 
the difference between a m an’s 
wages and a standard amo unt 
designated as the po verty limit. 
Much insight can be gained into 
the depth o f the pro blem o f 
po verty simply by virtue o f the 
fact that such an absurd idea 
is even being entertained.

Accused Of 
Plot Role 


TOKYO (AP) — Red Chinese 
Defense Minister Liu Plan has 
accused President Liu Shao-chi 
and Communist party Secre­ 
tary-General Teng Hsiao-ping of 
being the wire pullers in a plot 
against Mao Tse-tung last year, 
wall posters in Peking said to­ 
day. 
It was the first public attempt 
(o implicate Liu and Teng in the 
alleged plot and could foreshad­ 
ow harsher attacks against the 
two men who are considered 
Mao’s chief political foes. 
Earlier posters have accused 
the purged mayor of Peking, 
Peng Chen, and several high 
military officers of involvement 
In the coup attempt. 
Lin, considered Mao’s politi-j 
fal heir, also cited as plotters ' 
the former chief of staff, Mar­ 
shall Lo Jui-ching, Yang Shan- 
kun, member of the secretariat 
of the party Central Committee.. 
and Lu Ting-yi, former chief of 
the propaganda bureau of the 
Central Committee. They were 
ill accused in a Feb. 1 poster. 
Lin was reported to have 
said: “ If we had not crushed 
them, they would have crushed 
us.” He said Mao took “ several 
measures” to prevent “ counter­ 
revolutionary political changes” 
several months before launch- 
tng his cultural revolution In 
August 1966. 
Lin said the measures includ­ 
ed redeployment of troops. 
The pro-Mao radio in Nan-f 
chang, capital of Kiangsi Prov­ 
ince. claimed that forces loyal 
to Mao have “ smashed a fren- 
fied 
attack” 
by 
opposition 
forces in the turbulent province. 
The broadcast said the anti- 
Maoists tried to seize control of 
the public security bureau at 
Nanchang. 
Kiangsi has been in turmoil 
lince mid-January, when Nan­ 
chang radio first reported that 
anti-Mao 
provincial 
officials 
were heading an army of peas­ 
ants. workers and former mem­ 
bers of militia units. 
In anoth­ 
er development in the mainland 
turmoil, supporters of Mao re­ 
portedly offered to hold peace 
talks with opposition forces in 
Inner Mongolia, recent scene of 
bitter fighting between followers 
and foes of Mao. 
Japanese correspondents 
in 
Peking said the newspaper In­ 
ner Mongolian Daily reported 
that the peace offer was extend­ 
ed by the Military Commission 
of Red China’s Communist par­ 
ty and the State Council. 
In the normally trouble-free 
city of Nha Trang, 210 miles 
northeast of Saigon, an estimat­ 
ed 12 guerrillas used satchel 
charges to attack a U.S. Army 
helicopter 
pad 
early 
today. 
There was light damage to the 
choppers and one Jeep was bad­ 
ly damaged, a spokesman aid. 
He said no Americans were in­ 
jured. 
The spokesman said the guer­ 
rillas crawled through a barbed 
wire fence and then blew up a 
gate to get into the helicopter 
field. A flareship was called in 
while 
U.S. 
and 
Vietnamese 
troops looked unsuccessfully for 
the guerrillas. One homemade 
•atchel charge that failed to 
explode was found. 
Guerrillas also sliced Route 4 
early today by blowing up a 
large steel-truss bridge about 85 
miles southwest of Saigon. A 
•pokesman said the guerrillas 
detonated a sampan loaded with 
explosives which they floated 
again.st the bridge. 
Communist gunners rained an , 
estimated 70 mortar rounds into 
a position of the U.S. 4th Infan­ 
try Division’s 2nd Brigade caus­ 
ing light casualties.
